S: Nicholas’s long-expected reform 
ukase was issued tonight The docu- 
ment deals, under eight heads, with 
practically all the subjects brought 
to the Emperor’s attention by the 
memorial of the congress of zematvo 
presidents held here last month, and, 
while not specifically pledging the 
government to carry out the various 
reforms in their entirety, as de- 
manded by the memorial, promises 
that each shall be referred to the 
Council of Ministers, with orders to 
report promptly on the fullest meas- 
ure of relief which can be accorded 
on the various subjects. 
One question not touched by the 
ukase is that of the constitutional as- 
sembly. Neither is the Jewish reli- 
gion specifically mentioned, though 
freedom of all creeds or sects, wheth- 
er Christian or otherwise, is t*moug 
the subjects which will te dealt 
with. The various subjects will be 
referred to committees for early re 
port. 4 
, UKASE IN BRIEF. 
In brief, the subjects which will be 
referred to the committees of Council 
of Ministers for early report are: 
First—A “just and equitable en- 
forcement of existing laws with a view 
to securing the harmonious adminis- 
tration of all the courts.” - 
Second—Zemstvo organization with 
a view to giving. the widest latitude 
and autonomy to the various zemestvos, 
ealling additional zemstvo representa-

Fiftth—To secure citizens against 
arbitrary arrest and to accord im- 
munity for harsh action of the police 
except in the cases of persons known 
to be conspiring to commit overt acts 
against the stability of the state. 
Sixth—The religious freedom of all 
subjects of the empire without respect 
of creed or manner of worship. 
Seventh—For rescinding all unnec- 
essary repressive laws, leaving in 
force only those designated for the 
participation of peasants and for the 
benefit generally of subjects of the em- 


re. 
Eighth—To accord fullest possible 
measure of liberty to the press and 
the removal. as far as possible of the 
various restrictive laws. = . 
VIEWS OF DOCUMENT. 

The ukase was issued so late that its 
contents were not generally known, 
even in the newspaper onices, until 
after midnight. Among those able to 
express an opinion it was considered 
to be a document whose ultimate value 
depended largely upon the interpreta- 
tion given by the various comm,wees 
as to the measure of liberty which it 
is possible to grant under the various 
heads named. Naturally, it has not 
met the fullest wisues of the Liberals, 
but, on the other hand, it is regardea 
by the Reactionists as promising en- 
tirely too much in the direction of lib- 
eral reforms. It is complained also 
that there is some ambiguity of expres- 
sion in the various sections of the doc- 
ument which must be left to interpre- 
tation by those to whom the various 
reforms are entrusted. 


TEXT OF THE DECREE.

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 26.—{By 
Atlantic Cable.) An Imperial ukase is- 
sued tonight, makes decidedly liberal 
promises under a number of heads, It 
promises an equal and full enforce-

DECIDED COLD WAVE. 


Spreading Rapidly Southeastward Over 
East Slope of Rocky Moustains. 
Man Frozen to Death.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Reports 
to the Weather Bureau show that the 
first decided cold wave of the season 
is spreading rapidly southeastward 
over the east slope of the Rocky 
Mountains. The temperature this 
morning is below zero in the Dakotas, 
Montana, Western Wyoming, with a 
minimum reading of 30 degs. below at 
Havre, Mont. The area of high pres- 
sure attending this cold wave occu- 
pies the northeast Rocky Mountain 
slope and extends well southeast ward, 
into Nebraska.

| @heriff Barry decided not to try to 
c@frect his papers now but to go on 
to*’New York and arrest Dr. Chadwick 
ané@ arrange for extradition after- 
ward. 

‘Before leaving Albany, Saturday. 
the Cleveland S@eriff telegraphed to 
the executive d rtment here asking 
that his pe be prepared so that 
there might be no delay upon his ar- 
rival early today. When the telegram 
was received, Gov. Odell was at his 
home in Newburgh, and the message 
was given to hts pardon clerk. Judge 
Joyce immediately telegraphed the 
Governor and received authority to de- 
liver the desired warrant case the 
applicant's papers were properly drawn 
up. Barry called at the ex- 
ecutive “x<hamber this morning and 
presented to Judge Joyce the requisi- 
tien papers signed by Gov. Herrick 
of . asking an extradition warrant 
to enabdle him to take his prisener out 
of New York State. 

When the Sheriff learned that his 
proof was defective, he concluded to 
telegraph to Gave the necessary affi- 
divits prepared and sent to him in 
New York, He said that this was a 
purely formal matter and that affi- 
davits could be promptly «ebtained 
showing that Dr. Chadwick was in 
Ohio on or after March 5b, 190. 

The Ohio Sheriff left immediately for 
New York; where he will wait for 
Dr. Chadwick's steamer, which is ex- 
pected Wednesday. He will consult 
with New York City authorities re- 
garding the best course of proceedure. 
Before leaving, Sheriff Barry said that 
while he was disappointed, at not ob- 
taining the requisition warrant at this 
time, the failure would not delay him 
to any appreciable extent.

soming into a trunk line of large pro- 
portions. Its owner, the Pheips-Dodge 
Company, appears te be dissatisfied 
with the freight rate on coke from 
Colorado and hence is preparing for 
the building of a new branch, over 400 
miles long.

One-sided Football Abounds

One Brilliant Play Made by 
T'cam from Reno. 


Neafus Holds His Laurels as 
Mighty Punter. 


The indians did just what about fif- 
teen hundred people expected yester- 
day afternoon, when they rolled the 
Nevada University team over the field,

The only remarkable phases of an 
otherwise one-sided game was the play- 
ing of the Nevada team during the 
first twelve minutes of the game, and 
the splendid feat of right tackle 
Steckle who after running nearly half 
the length of the field made the only 
touchdown for the Renolites. 

Football fans, coaches and sporting 
men were out to watch the big teams 
tussle for the interstate championship, 
but the Nevada team lost all its gin- 
ger after the middle of the first half 
and contented itself with a cred- 
itable effort to keep the score as low 
as possible. 

The day was cold, miserably cold in 
the grand stand and bare. bleachers. 
The fair sex occupied the boxes and 
were glad to make use of furs while 
their gallant company, who had for- 
gotten to bring their overcoats sat

the country as in Colorado, it is high 
enough, without doubt, to call for 
some consideratiqn. 

“The effect of the annual removal 
of 100,000 young-trees,” says the 
Colorado Springs Chamber of Com- 
merce, in a circular, “or the cover- 
ing of 500 acres, is of vast importance 
to the water supply. It is more than 
probable that the removai of these 
100,000 trees means an annual reduc- 
tion of from seven to ten enbie feet 
of the conserved water supply, which, 
from a commercial standpoint, is 
worth much more than the selling 
value of the trees.” It is added that 
the campaign which has been started 
in Colorado Springs has resulted in 
the sending East, by many families, 
for artificial Christmas trees: also 
that “the small forests close to the 
city of Colorado Springs were 
forded police protection before 
Christmas.” 

It is evident that something should 
be done in this matter. It wil! not 
do, of course, to go on cutting down 
the young trees and lessening the 
water supply. One of the sins of 
the American people is forest de- 
struction. It is an outcome and a 
relic of the earlier days, when forests 
were more extensive than there was 
ne for in many sections of the 
coWntry. But the case is different 
now, and one of the great needs of 
the time is reforestation, to make up 
in some degree for the devastation 
and waste of recent years. The 
Forestry Department of the general 
government is doing an increasing 
amount of good in this direction by 
replanting large areas which have 
been deforested by fire or vandalism. 
The entire southern slope of Pike's 
Peak is to be replanted with native 
trees. But ail work of restoration 
will be practicaily in vain unless am- 
ple means are provided for the pro- 
tection of the newly planted areas, 
and of the older forests. Each year, 
it is safe to say, mgny more acres of 
woodland are destroyed, throuch one 
cause and atiother,than are replanted. 

But, while we must preserve the 
forests, and restore them where prac 
ticable, after they have been 
stroyed, there is no need for abolish- 
ing the Christmas tree, and it will 
not be abolished. As an institution 
it will remain as long as there are 
children’s hearts to be made joyful, 
and so long as the hearts of older 
people remain young. When 
American people come to a full reali- 
gation of the value of the forests, 
they will plant more trees annualiy 
than they destroy, and in course of 
time there will be trees for al] uses, 
with other trees growing in abun- 


down. This will be a long distance 
inthe future, and the supply of real 
Yuletide evergreen may run _ short, 
necessitating the use of artificial 
“trees,” and of other makeshifis. The 
sentiments which go with the 
blessed holiday season will endure, 
at all events, so long as the good that 
is in human nature endures.

THe PLAYHOUSES. 


MASON OPERAHOUSE, “The Silver 
Siipper,”’ which opened a week's en- 
gugement at the Mason yesterday, is 
“by the authors of Flerodora,” but it 
is hardly up to the latter's standard— 
which standard is not extraordinarily 
high. Whe “book” has been “arranged 
for America,” by Clay M. Greene. Just 
what amount of “arranging” has been 
done by Mr. Greene is not in evidence, 
so it is im oesible to say with possi- 
tiveness whether his arranging has ad- 
ded to or detracted from the merits of 
the production. 

So far as the “bovk"’ is concerned, 
it is hardly possible that Mr. Greene 
mmproved upon it, for it is inconceiv- 
able that it could have been worse 
in the original form than his handiwork 
has left it. As presented last evening, 
it is a ¥tupid jumble, so far as most of 
the speaking parts are concerned, The 
“comedy” features are inane and wear- 
isome, at times almost beyond endur- 
ance. Such alleged wit as the piece 
contains is almost tragic in its dull- 
ness, This may be due in part to the 
futile efforts of Snitz Edwards, as 
Henchs and Edith Sinclair as Belle 
Jinyper to be funny. It is not quite 
clear whether the fauit lies in these 
performers or in the roles assigned to 
them; but both of the characters as 
presented by them are indescribably 
tiresome. 

In its musical and specialty features 
the play is not destitute of merit. The 
double vextette song, “Come Little 
Girt.” in the second art, is an ate 
tractive number, though painfully 
reminiscent of the famous double 
in *Florodora.” It was rene 
dered last evening by Misses Purdy, 
Frary, Richardson, Tallant, Franklin,
